Grafton Street, which runs from St. Stephen’s Green 
to College Green, is the principal shopping thoroughfare 
of Dublin, Saekville Street occupying the place of next 
importance. Dublin is a town of considerable autiquitv, 
its name, Duibh-linn, literally meaning “the black pool ” ; 
it has been the centre of Leinster’s government since the 
year 448. 
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
